But this neither discloses nor suggests the cobalt-loaded zeolite that does 
not show a Raman spectral band assignable to cobalt oxide as the catalyst, which 
is a specific feature of the present invention. The NOx removability is greatly 
improved by the use of a catalyst containing cobalt oxide in such a specific 
condition. 



Japanese Patent Application No 5-220403 discloses a catalyst for cleaning

the examples. The specific effect obtained by the use of cobalt oxide specified in 
the present invention is not suggested.
